NOTES on Meeting held on 12 October at 7.30pm at Town Hall by PETER ELSON 
District Cllr Paul O'Sullivan present. County Cllr Norman Matthews sent apologies. 
ENVIRONMENTAL : 1. Parking survey of Market Place, Chapel Square and Bull Ring to 
go ahead. 2. PC to consider replacement of Earls Lane hedge planting opposite 
Health Centre in spring (to stop travellers camping on verges).3. Tythe Lane play 
area unusable as overgrown and rutted ground is prone to flooding. Quotation for 
drainage requested by PC. 4. Traffic and health problems caused on Hempton Rd by 
resident using road and verge for car repair business. District Council issued car 
removal notices as land is council-owned and only authorised for parking by local 
council house residents. 5. Ceunty Council January traffic survey recorded speeds 
of 55-60mph at Manor House, New St. County's Hempton Rd traffic survey offer likely 
to be accepted for use in 'traffic calming' plans after Persimmon Homes site 
completed; cost is £85 for 48 hours recording. 6. Shopkeepers request for 'shops' 
sign at traffic lights amended to 'village centre'; PC will ask County Council. 
RECREATION & GRANTS : 1. Badminton Club plea for grant as cannot afford courts as 
well as Windmill fee. Windmill committee reaffirmed no special concessions, so 
suggests club submits accounts to see if case for grant. 2. Proposed pamphlet of 
Village Circular Walks quoted at £1,250 for 5,000 copies. District Council 
recreation committee cut original~offer to fund the £1,600 project, so necessary 
for PC to donate £800 for completion. District Council willing to fund cost of 
Deddington-Clifton footpath if part of Circular Walks project. Funding of 

- Deddington-Heyford walk cut by 50% at last District Council Recreation Committee 
meeting. 3. Tots play area favoured plan to cost approx. £24,000-25,000 plus 3%% 
delivery charge. Other quotations range from £13,300-25,294. District and County 
co.s' grants will reduce cost to about £15,000; other grants possible. PC 
Recreation Committee to check comparative costs of play areas. PC will maintain 
site. Awaiting Wilcon Homes notification of donation if sited at Windmill/Barley 
Fields site off Hempton Rd. Public discussion on matter will follow. 

PLANNING & PROPERTY : 1. Recommended that Banner Homes raise barn walls after 
removal of corrugated roof to maintain existing building heights. Judgement 
reserved on College Farm site redevelopment ‘until visit on 20 October. Original 
plans yet to be sent to PC. 2. Leadenporch Poultry Farm - permission granted for 
two new hen houses in spite of objections these are twice size of existing 
buildings. 3. Concern that Persimmon Homes erected folly-style hoarding on open 
space without planning permission and also removed hedge not owned by company. 
WINDMILL : Account for builder's final four months work requested. Members will 
help finish remaining carpeting and flooring. Meeting planned to discuss extra £600 
needed for cricket square maintenance. Centre generated £11,000 income and cost 
~9,000 in expenditure. Difference of £2,000 will go to maintenance and minor 
improvements. Bookings rising steadily and weekends busy. 

COAT OF ARMS : £176 (plus VAT) quotation for locally made cabinet for scroll 
display in church. New enlarged Town Hall plaque will be double size of existing 
one. Quotation sought for Coat of Arms to be placed at parish entrances and request 
for sponsorship to finance this. Disappointment expressed at response to request 
for parishioners' photos of Pudd'n'Pie Fair to create village album. 

BUS SHELTERS : To consider request for two on south side of B4031 on Hempton Rd and 
at Hempton by Cllr Mrs Stevens. Road highest in parish and exposed to NE winds. 
PRECEPT '95/96 : Initial discussion showed £21,170 for '94/95 was small rise on 
'93/94 due to capital expenditure. Levy on band 'D' houses will be about £23. 

PC FUNDS : Total funds: £642,666.70p (£70 more than last month) consisting of: 
£450,000 (Bradford & Bingley BS); £160,000 (Treasury Deposit); £22,724.17p 
(Barclays Bank 14 days notice); £9,942.53p (Barclays overnight). 
LOW COST HOUSING : Clarification requested whether planned access road to site (off 
Hempton Rd adjacent to Windmill St) may be extended through amenity area at north 
end if further building allowed. Oxford Citizens Housing Assoc. currently plan 20 
dwellings (third shared ownership/two thirds rented) and had 12 applicants so far. 
EARLS LANE TRAFFIC : Amended plans for traffic calming management approved by 
District Council and agreed (by chairman's casting vote) to forward to County 
Council. Further public consultation will take place after its comments. _

After about 100 yards further on (1) on the map is a gap in the hedge on the right. 
From this point there is a footpath across seven fields to West Adderbury. 
Channels varying from wide to narrow have been cleared through the crops for most 
of the way so there should be no difficulty in getting there. They are the links 
between the gaps in the hedges numbered 1-8 in.my map, They are in all cases 
except (5) marked with a yellow arrow on a post, though some are rather hidden from 
view. It is only between (4) ‘and (5) that there is no obvious footpath. Here it 
is advisable to follow the hedge round on your left. At the further corner of the 
field you come out on to a broad pathway, across which is a wide gap in the 
opposite hedge. Just keep your eye on the steeple of Adderbury Church ahead! On 
the way back follow the hedge on-your right from (5) to (4) and look out for the 
post there. A useful general piece of advice is to look out for Adderbury Spire 
ahead on the way over and for the Radio Aerials on the way back. 
At point (8) there is a wooden stile on the corner of St. Mary's Road and the 
Milton Road, near the triangle. Go right down Berry Hill Road, which has wide 
grassy verges almost to the junction with the Oxford-Banbury Road. 
Immediately across this is a long wide lane with a footpath sign. It is quite a 
long way from this_point down to the Paper Mill Cottages. First there are fine 
views to the North and East; further on when the blue Silo tower of Adderbury 
Grounds Farm appears there are glorious vistas to the South. Ignore the two turn- 
ings to the right towards the end of this path. The last grassy. stretch brings 
you down to a large metal gate at a bend on the road down to, Paper Mill Cottages. 
When you emerge into the field below the Paper Mill Cottages you have a choice of 
routes to take (see Walk No.5) but I would suggest turning right at the wooden 
gate, going along Paper Mill Lane and then up Mr. Fuller's field to Green Hedges 
Lane and thus back to Earl's Lane. You should allow a good two hours in all. 
If the round trip is rather too long for you I would suggest you get someone to 
drop you off at either end of Berry Hill Road. If you then go either via Paper 
Mill Cottages or the gated road you can get to Deddington in about an hour. 
NEXT : Conclusion. 


Amendment to Walk No. 5 (Pastures New) A sudden transformation of scene on the 
Paper Mill route means that my directions near point A on the diagram are now 
misleading. When you take the rough path along the field below the Stilgoe Farm, 
go right on the corner, past some new wooden fencing, to a metal gate. You then 
pass the hut on your left and come out inside the wooden gate.

THE CLOCKMAKERS OF DEDDINGTON ~ Part 2 by Norman Stone 


In the 18th and 19th centuries, the technology of timekeeping developed and spread. 
Almost every sizeable village had its own clock and watch maker. Deddington was no 
exception. At least five men called Fardon made watches and clocks here, but they 
could only muster two first names between them. They were John Fardon I, II and III, 
and Thomas Fardon I and II. All were Quakers. . 
The first John Fardon was born about 1700, probably in North Newington, and was 
apprenticed to Thomas Gilkes, a well-known clockmaker, of Sibford Gower. John I 
settled in Deddington about 1723 and married Elizabeth Pottinger, of Adderbury West, 
in 1731. She must have died shortly afterwards, because his second wife, Mary Cox, 
of Milton, bore him a son in 1736. When John I died in 1743 he owned three cottages 
in Hoose Lane and a house in Market Street. The window tax of 25th March 1749 taxed 
the house of the widow Fardon as 14 windows. 

Some questions ~- was Hoose Lane actually Hoof Lane, now known as Victoria Terrace? 
Where was Market Street? Could it have been what in 1833 was re-titled Hudson 
Street? Where was the house with 14 windows? Does it still exist? 

John Fardon II, who was only seven when his father died, was sent to London to be 
apprenticed. Until his return, around 1760, the Deddington watch and clock business 
was run by Thomas Harris, of Sibford Gower. In 1762, Harris married Mary Fardon of 
North Newington. Nothing more is known about him until his death at Milton in 1797. 
He was presumably a Quaker because he was buried at Adderbury West Meeting House. 
John II advertised for a journeyman in 1772, and seventeen months later announced 
that an apprentice, Thomas Edwards, had left the firm. According to a watchpaper of 
the period "From London John Fardon AT DEDDINGTON Makes and mends all sorts of 
Repeating Horizontal & plain clocks and watches”. John II died in 1786, and was 
buried at Adderbury West.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for November 1844. 

8th NOVEMBER ~ Drove to Tingewick on a visit to my Father, walked with my brother 
John up to the Church at Tingewick to see a tablet my Father had erected to his 
Mother and Sister. ; 

19th NOVEMBER - Susan's birthday, Holford came home from Heyford for the day to 
celebrate it. We drove down to Adderbury and planted a Mulberry Tree on the turf 
in the pleasure ground - the tree was raised by Susan from seed at least 20 years 
ago. We planted also two Cedar Deodars and a Cedar of Lebanon. 

22nd NOVEMBER ~ Our annual fair took place - I did not have prayers today as on 
other Fridays in consequence of its being a time of bustle and feasting. We 
entertained half a dozen farmérs and others at one o'clock or soon after, they had 
all quitted by four o'clock. My brother John came and dined and returned. I 
heard a case of robbery from Hook Norton, a dairy had been broken into and 8 © 
cheeses and two legs of mutton stolen, committed the man for trial at the next 
Assizes. A party of horse dealers called upon me to interfere in a swindling 
transaction, which I refused to do. 

29 NOVEMBER - A fire broke out on the premises of Mr. Gardner, the thatcher, which 
happily was soon subdued after burning the roof of a small barn or outhouse.

DOWN ON THE FARM 


Autumn, a time of mellow fruitfulness with a hint of frost in the air and 

mist in the valley, is not, as many would think, the year drawing to an end but the 
start of a new farming year. 

With next year's crops planted and beginning to show through and a close watch 
being kept on the young seedlings for slug and insect damage, it is now time to put 
out the rams. At Home Farm we run some 420 ewes, 200 of which were put out with 
the rams on 6 September to lamb in February and the rest on 15 October to lamb in 
March. In the winter the ewes are fed silage and oats which are grown on the farm 
with a high protein sheep cake fed from 6 weeks before lambing, and all the sheep 
are housed for lambing.. 

It is also time to 'put the bees to bed'. I keep 40 hives on the farm. 

The last collection of honey was made in early August to allow the bees to build up 
stocks for the winter. Extra food is given.in the form of sugar syrup and guards 
put on to keep the mice out. The bees can still fly on warm days to collect 
pollen and nectar from ivy. 

Autumn is a time of comings and goings. The swallows have now gone; we had 11 
pairs nest in the buildings and all had 2 broods, some-3. The workshop robin also. 
had 3 broods, The hedgerows are now laden with berries, not foretelling a hard 
winter but just that the bees did a good job, and it will not be long before 
starlings, fieldfare and redwings arrive for the feast. Goldfinch and long tailed 
tit are now feeding in the reeds and on thistle seeds on the meadows. Lapwings 
and golden plover will come to overwinter, flying up and down the valley as 
different parts flood. 

An unwelcome coming will be the woodpigeon to feed on oil seed rape. Time to find 
the scarecrows and dust off the gas guns! And an unwelcome going is that the 
youngest of my chicks has flown the nest to study nursing at Stoke Mandeville. Oh 
well, perhaps the phone bill will be smaller and there will be some hot water when 
I want a bath! GEORGE FENEMORE
